At last Pennsylvania is in direct 
contact with actual suffrage, bills 
having been passed by the Indiana 
and Ohio Legislatures granting pres- 
idential suffrage to the women of 
those States. Telegrams of congrat- 
ulation were sent by Pennsylvania 
suffragists. who feel particularly 
elated because in the past it has been 
the rule that States not having grant- 
ed any suffrage to women follow rap- 
idly the example of adjoining States. 

Miss Helen C. Clark, secretary of 
the Pennsylvania "Woman Suffrage As- 
sociation, says: "It is no longer a 
question of the East and West so far 
as suffrage is concerned. Spffrage is 
now an established fact in the East, 
and Pennsylvania must certainly soon 
give heed to its rapid trend." Since 
1917 three States have been added to 
the suffrage list — North Dakota, In- 
diana and Ohio, thus making fourteen 
States in all which have given the 
vote to their women.
